Applicant's independent claims 1 and 9 : The present in invention is directed to a 
method and apparatus of processing a message in user equipment, the independent 
claim identifies the patentably distinct feature " determining that the UE device has an 
empty cell identifier variable, determining bv the UE device whether the received CUC 
message includes a new value for the cell identifier: when the CUC message does not 
include a new value for the cell identifier and the CUC message would cause the UE 
device to enter a state that requires the UE device to respond to the message before 
entering the state, setting INVALID CONFIGURATION to TRUE in the UE device prior 
to entering the state ". Applicant's independent claims 1 and 9 comprise a particular

combination of elements, which is neither taught nor-suggested by prior art.
